In response to your letter of June 5th I beg 
to advise that the coins you have submitted are,with — 
one exception, Roman bronzes, but of those of the late 
imperial pieces the inscriptions are so imperfect that 
it is impossible to identify ‘them. 


Of the others, there are six imperial pieces, 
the earlier of which appears to be a widdle bronze of 


_Domitian. There is also a middle bronze of ,Diecletien, 
and bronze pieces of: Maxentius, Probus, Licénius and
